accompanied by much tbat is wrong. 


denly concentrated m tne cands of the 
few. We should In sane manner try 
to remedy this danger In spite of the 
sullen opposition of these few very 
powerful men and with ihe full pur- 
pose to protect them iu all their rights 
at the very time that we require them 
to deal rightfully with others. When 
with steam and electricity 
modern 


business conditions went through, the 
astounding revolution which in this 
country began over half a ceniin.v ago, 
there was at first much hesitation as 
to what particular governmental agen- 
cy should be used to grapple with the 
new conditions. At almost the same 
time, about twenty years since, the 
effort was made to control combina- 
tions by regulating them through the 
Interstate commerce commission and 
to abolish them by means of the anti- 
trust act. the two remedies therefore 
bcmg in part mutually Incompatible. 
The Interstate commerce law has pro- 
duced 
admirable results, especially 


since It was strengthened by the Hep- 
burn law two years ago. 
The anti- 


trust law, though It worked some good, 
because, anything Is better than an- 
archy and complete absence of regula- 
tion, nevertheless has proved in many 
respects not merely inadequate, but 
mischievous. 
Twenty years ago the 


misuse of corporate power hnd pro- 
duced almost every conceivable form 
of abuse and had worked the gravest 
Injury to business morality and the 
public conscience. 
For a long time 


federal regulation of interstate com- 
merce had been purely negative, the 
national judiciary merely acting In iso- 
lated eases to restrain the state from 
exercising a power which it was clear- 
ly unconstitutional as well ns unwise 
for them to exercise, but which never- 
theless tiie national government itself 
failed to exercise. Thus the corpora- 
tions monopolizing commerce made tho 
law for themselves, state po\Ver and 
common law being Inadequate to ac- 
complish auy effective regulation and 
the national power not yet having been 
put forth. The result was mischievous 
in the extreme and only .shortsighted 
and utter failure to appreciate the 


gards Interstate commerce leaves this 
commerce to be regulated not by the 
state nor yet by the cougress, but by 
the occasional and necessarily inade- 
quate aud one sided action of the fed- 
eral judiciary. However upright and 
able a court Is it cannot act construc- 
tively. 
It can only act negatively or 


destructively as an agency of govern- 
ment. And this means that the courts 
(ire and n.ust always be unable to deal 
effectively

"Class Consciousness" Evil. 


Every farsigbted patriot should pro- 
est first of all against the growth In 
his country of that evil thing which 
s called "class consciousness." '£be 
demagogue, the sinister or foolish So- 
cialist visionary who strives to arouse 
Ills feeling of class. consciousness in 
our working people does a foul and 
evil thing, for he is no true American, 
ie is no self respecting citizen oE this 
republic. He forfeits his right to stand 
with manly self reliance on a footing 
of entire equality with all Kher eiti- 
;ens, 
who bows to envy and greed, 


who erects the doctrine of class hatred 
nto a shibboleth, who substitutes loy- 
alty to men of a particular status, 
whether rich or poor, for loyalty tc 
those eternal and immutable princi- 
ples of righteousness which bid us 
treat each man on liis worth as a man 
without regard to his wealth or liis 
poverty. 


But evil though the influence of these 


demagogues and visionaries Is, it is no 
worse in its consequences than, the in- 
fluence exercised by the man of great 
wealth or the man of power and posi- 
tion in the industrial world who by his 
lack of sympathy with and lack of un- 
derstanding of, still more by any ex 
hibition of uncompromising hostility 
to, the millions of our working people, 
tends to unite them against their fel 
low Americans who are better off in 
this world's goods. It is a bad thing 
to teach our working people that men 
of means, tbat men who have the lar- 
gest proportion of the substantial com- 
forts of life, are necessarily 'greedy, 
grasping and cold hearted and thai 
they vmjustly demand and appropriate 
more than their share of the substance 
of 
the 
many. Stern condemnation 


should be visited upon demagogue and 
visionary who teach this untruth, and 
even sterner upon those capitalists 
who are in truth grasping and greedy 
and brutally disregardful of the rights 
of others and who by their actions 
teach the dreadful lesson far more ef- 
fectively than any mere preacher of 
unrest. 
A "class grievance" left too 


loog without remedy breeds "class 
consciousness'' and therefore class re- 
sentment. 


Strengthening of Antitrust Law. 
Tbe strengthening of tho antitrust 


law is demanded upon both moral and 
economic grounds. Our purpose in 
strengthening it is to secure more ef- 
fective control by tbe national govern- 
ment over the business use of the vast 
masfes of iiKllvidual, and especially o! 
corporate wealth, which .it tbe present 


grossncss of the evils to which the lack 
of regulation gave rise can excuse the 
well meaning persons who now desire 
to abolish the antitrust law outright or 
to amend it by simply condemning 
"unreasonable" combinations. 


To Permit Combinations. 


Power • should 
unquestionably 
be 


faulty, but it 1ms no power to make, 
better ivhnt it thus finds to be faulty. 
There should be mi efficient executive 
body created with power enough to 
correct abuses and scope enough to 
work the complex problems tbat this 
great country tins <J>ve!oiv?J. It is nut 
.sufficient objection to say that such a 
body may be guilty of unwisdom or of 
abuses. Any guverntneiHul body, wheth- 
er a court or a commission, whether 
executive, legislative or judicial, if 
given power enough to enable it to do 
effective work for pood must also in- 
evitably rut eive enough power to make 
it possibly effective for evil. 


Therefore it Is clear that (unless a 


national 
Incorporation law can 
be 


forthwith 
enacted! some 
body 
or 


bodies in the executive service should 
be plven power to pass upon any com- 
bination or agreement in relf'.ou to 
interstate commerce, and every such 
combination or agreement not thus ap 
proved should bo treated as in vlola- 
"tion of law anil prosecuted according- 
ly. 
The Issuance of the securities of 


any combination doing interstate busi- 
ness should be under the supervision 
of the national government. 


^ Question of Constitutionality. 


A strong effort has been made to 


have labor organizations completely 
exempted from any of the operations 
of this law, whether or not their acts 
are In restraint of trade. Such .excep- 
tion would In all probability make the 
bill unconstitutional, aud the legisla- 
ture has no more right to pass a bill 
without regard to whether It is consti- 
tutional than the courts have lightly 
to declare 
unconstitutional 
a 
law 


which tlie legislature has solemnly en- 
acted. The responsibility is as great 
on the one side as the other, and an 
abuse of power by the legislature In 
one direction is equally to be condemn- 
ed with an abuse of power by the 


for violation of the act of congress of 
July 2. 1800. The three years' limits- 
ilou fov participation In these transac- 
tions has not yet elapsed, and tho cvi- 
Jciico obtained by (lie commission is so 
xunplete Itiat there should tie no iliili- 
fully In the government's securing a 
conviction In this case.

Surely such a state of affairs as that 


above set forth emphasizes tbe need 
of further federal legislation not mere- 
ly liecausp of the material beneiSts 
such legislation will secure, but, above 
all. because this federal action should 
be part, and a large part, of tbe cam- 
tuU^ii to waken oiu- people as a whole 
to a lively and effective condemnation 
of the low standard of morality im- 
plied in such conduct on the part of

Moral Meaning of Method]. 


Comment on tlie moral meaning of 


these methods and transactions would 
seem superfluous, but as they were de- 
fended at the public hearings of the 
commission and asserted to be common 
and entirely proper Incidents of busi- 
ness life, and as these practices have 
been freely resorted to by some of the 
largest Industrial corporations tbat tbu 


lodged somewhere in the executive 
branch of the government to permit 
combinations which will further the 
public Interest, but it must always be 
remembered that as regards the great 
and wealthy combinations 
through 


which most of the interstate business 
of today is done the burden of proof1 


should be on them to show that they 
have a right to exist No judicial tri- 
bunal has the knowledge or the expe- 
rience to determine In the first place 
whether a given combination Is advis- 
able or necessary in tbe interest of the 
public. Somebody, whether a commis- 
sion or a bureau under the department 
of commerce and labor, should he giv- 
en this power. My personal lielief is 
that ultimately we shall have to adopt 
a national Incorporation law, though I 
am well aware tbat this may be impos- 
sible at present. Over tbe actions of 
the executive body in which the power 
is placed the courts should possess 
merely a power of review analogous to 
that obtaining in connection with the 
work of tbe interstate commerce com- 
mission at present. 
To confer this 


power would not be a leap in tbe dark, 
it would merely be to carry still fur- 
ther the theory of effective govern- 
mental control of corporations which 
.was responsible for the creation of tho 
interstate commerce commission nnd 
for the enlargement of its powers and 
for tlie creation of the bureau of cor- 
porations. 


The interstate commerce legislation 


has worked admirably. It has benefit- 
ed the public. It has benefited hon- 
estly managed and wisely conducted 
railroads, and in spite of the fact that 
the business of the country has enor- 
mously increased, the value of this 
federal legislation has been shown by 
the way In which It has enabled the

The 
powers and scope of the interstate

izations from the workings ot this law, ]on. 
nnd they who insist upon totally ex- 
cepting them are merely providing 
that their status shall be kept wholly 
unchanged aud tbat they shall con- 
tinue to be exposed to the action which 
they now dread. Obviously an organ- 
ization tiot formed for profit should 
not be required to furnish statistics in 
any way as complete as those furnish- 
ed by organizations for profit. 
More- 


over, so far as labor is engaged in 
production only, its claims to be ex- 
empted from the antitrust law are 
sound. This would substantially cover 
the rights of laborers to combine, to 
strike peaceably and to enter into 
trade agreements with the-employers. 
But when 
labor undertakes in - 


wrongful manner to prevent the dis- 
tribution aud sale of the products of 
labor, as by certain forms of the boy- 
cott, !t has left the field of production, 
anil its action may plainly be in re- 
straint of interstate trade nnd must 
necessarily be subject to inquiry, ex- 
actly as in the case of any other com- 
bination for tlie same purpose, so as to 
determine whether such action is con- 
trary to sound public policy. The 
heartiest encouragement should be giv- 
en to the wage workers to form labor 
unions and to enter Into agreements 
with their employers, and their right 
to strike so long as they act peaceably 
must be preserved. 
But we should 


sanction neither a boycott nor a black- 
list, which would be illegal at common 
law. 


Measures of Double Interest, 


The measures I advocate are in the 


interest both of Accent corporations 
and of iawabidlng laVor unions. They 
are moreover pre-eminently in the in- 
terest of the public, for in my judg- 
ment tbe American people have defi- 
nitely mnde up Weir minds that the

His testimony 
related especially to the shutting down 
of paper mills to prevent competition 
end he quoted from various newspa- 
pers in substantiation of

'statement. 


Mr. Norris quoted a 
great 
many 


statements from newspapers to show- 
that the mills did not control 
their 


own output but that on the contrary 
there was a complete 
understanding 


among them as to the distribution of 
product and the fixing of prices. He 
also asserted that the manufacturers 
met annually to determine prices. 


Mr. Norris also quoted from a num- 


ber of publishers statements that 
the 


product of independent mills which he 
Eaid had been merged for the purpose 
of shutting out competition. 


A number of statements from pub- 


Ishc-rs regarding their efforts to secure 
paper from Canadian mills were in- 
troduced by Mr. Norris. evidently for 
the purpose of showing that there was 
an understanding between the Canad- 
ian mills and the mills in the United 
States. Mr. Norris was unable to Eive 
statistics as to the Canadian 
mills 


which had been .closed, but understood 
that some had. Mr. Mann asked why 
if the Canadian mills 
were 
being 


closed and paper was so high, the pub- 
lishers in the United States had no1 
seized the opportunity to 
purchase 


these closed mills lor their" own use 


Mr. iNorrls replied in-effect that the;, 


had had no lack of. such opportunities 
'-He quoted a consular report to sho\ 
that one- such chance had presented it 
self in the province of Quebec, wher 
't was calmed that the™6ppt>rTunily 


embraced 745.000,000 
cords

pulp timber, which Mr. Norris 
said 


was sufficient to supply the

few. We should in sane manner try 
to remedy this danger in spite of the 
sullen opposition of these'few very 
powerful men and with the full pur- 
pose to protect them hi all their rights 
at the very time that we require them 
to deal rightfully with others. When 
with steum and electricity 
modern 


business conditions went through the 
astounding revolution which In thij 
country began over half a century ago, 
there was at first much hesitation as 
to what particular governmental agen- 
cy should he used to grapple with the 
new- conditions. 
At almost the same 


time, about twenty years since, the 
effort was made to control combina- 
tions by regulating them through the 
interstate commerce commission and 
to abolish them by means ot the anti- 
trust act, the two remedies therefore 
being In part mutually Incompatible. 
The Interstate commerce law has pro- 
duced 
admirable results, 
especially 


since It was strengthened by the Hep- 
burn law two years ago. The anti- 
trust law, though It worked some good, 
because anything is better than an- 
archy and complete absence of regula- 
tion, nevertheless has proved in many 
respects net merely inadequate, but 
mischievous. 
Twenty years ago thu 


misuse of corporate power had pro- 
duced almost every conceivable form 
of abuse and had worked the gravest 
injury to business morality and the 
public conscience. 
For a long time 


federal regulation of interstate com- 


gards Interstate commerce leaves this 
commerce to be regulated not by the 
state nor yet by the congress, but by 
the occasional and necessarily Inade- 
quate and oue sided action of the fed- 
eral judiciary. However upright and 
able a court Is it cannot act construc- 
tively. It can only act negatively or 
destructively as an ngtacy of govern- 
ment. And this means that the courts 
ore and must always be unable to den! 
effectively with a problem like the 
present, 
net ion.

Thesi 
measures do not represent by anj 
means all that I would like to se< 
done if I thought It possible, but thej 
do represent what I believe can now 
be done If an earnest effort toward 
this end Is made. 


Employers' Liability Act. 


Since I wrote this message an em 


ployers' liability law has been euaclcc 
which, It is true, comes short 0 
\i'hat ought to have been done, bu 
.which does represent a real advance 
Apparently there Is good ground t 
hope that there wilt /be further legis 
latlon providing for recompensing al 
employees who suffer injury while en 
gaged In the public service; that theri 
will be a child labor law enacted foi 
the District of Columbia; that the wa 
tcrways commission will be continnec 
with sufficient financial support to in 
crease the effectiveness of its prepara 
tory work; that steps will be taken t< 
.provide for such investigation into tar 
iff conditions by Ihe appropriate com 
mlttee of the house of representative! 
and by government experts In the ML 
ecutive service as will secure the £ul 
information necessary for immediati 
aclion in revising the tariff at thi 
hands ot the congress elected next fall 
and, finally, that financial leglslatioi 
will be enacted providing for tern 
porary measures for meeting any trou 
ble that may arise in the next year oi 
two, and for a commission of expert! 
who shall thoroughly investigate thi 
whole matter, both here and in thi 
great commercial countries abroad, si 
ns to be able to recommend legislatioi 
which will put our financial systeu 
on an efficient and permanent basis 
It is much to be wished that one tea 
ture of the financial legislation of this 
session should be the establishment o! 
postal savings banlss. 
Ample appro 


prlations should be made to enable thi 
Interstate commerce 
commission t< 


carry out the very important feutun 
of the Hepburn law which gives to tht 
commission supervision and contro 
over the accounting systems of the rail 
ways. 


Benefit to Corrupt Railways. 


Failure to provide means which wil 


enable the commission to examine thi 
books of the railways would amount t< 
an attack on the law at its most vita 
point, and would benefit, as nothing elsi 
could benefit, those railways which an 
corruptly or Incompetently managed 
Forest reserves should be established 
throughout the Appalachian mountaii 
region wherever it can be showp. thai 
they will have direct and real connec 
tlon with the conservation and im 
provement of navigable rivers.

about two of the measures I have rec 
omraended: The measure to do awaj 
With abuse of the power of injuuctior 
and the measure or group of measure;: 
to strengthen and render both mor< 
efficient nnd more wise the control bj 
the national government over the grca' 
corporations doing an interstate busi 
ness. '_

But iu a 
question which Is emphatically one of 
public policy, the policy which the pub- 
lic demands is sure in the end to be 
adopted, and a persistent refusal to 
grant to a large portion of our people 
what is right is only too apt In the 
end to result In causing such. Irritation 
that when the right is obtained it is 
obtained in the course of a movement 
so ill considered nnd violent as to bo 
accompanied by much that is wrong. 


The process of injunction in labor 


disputes as well as where state laws 
are involved should be used sparingly 
and only when there Is the clearest ne- 
cessity tor It. But it Is one so neces- 
sary to the efficient performance of 
duty by the court on behalf of the na- 
tion that It Is in the highest degree to 
be regretted that it should be liable to 
reckless use, for this reckless use tends 
to make honest men desire so to ham- 
per its execution as to destroy Us use; 


fulness. 


"Class Consciousness" Evil. 


Every farsighted patriot should pro- 


test first of all against the growth In 
this country of that evil thing which 
Is called "class consciousness." 
The 


demagogue, the sinister or foolish So- 
cialist visionary who strives to arouse 
this feeling of-class consciousness In! 
our working people does a foul and 
evil thing, for he is no true American, 
he Is no self respecting citizen of this 
republic. He forfeits his right to Btnnd 
with manly self reliance on a footing 
of entire equality with all other citi- 
zens, who bows to envy 'and greed, 
who erects the doctrine of class hatred 
into a shibboleth, who substitutes loy- 
alty to men of a particular status, 
whether rich or poor, for loyalty tc 
those eternal and immutable princi- 
ples of righteousness which bid us 
treat each man on bis worth as a man 
without regard to his wealth or his 
poverty. 


But evil though the influence of these 


demagogues and visionaries is, It is no 
worse in its consequences than the in- 
Huence exercised by tbe man of great 
wealth or the man of power and posi- 
tion in the industrial world who by his 
lack of sympathy with and lack ot un- 
derstanding of, still more by any ex- 
hibition ot" uncompromising hostility 
to, the millions of our working people, 
tends to unite them against their fel- 
low Americans who are better off in 
this world's goods. It Is a bad thing 
to tench our working people that men 
of means, that men who have the lar- 
gest proportion of the substantial com- 
forts of life, are necessarily greedy, 
grasping and cold hearted and thai 
they unjustly demand and appropriate 
more than their share of the substance 
of 
the 
many. Stern condemnation 


should be visited upon demagogue and 
visionary who teach this untruth, and 
even sterner upon those capitalists 
who arc In truth grasping and greedy 
nnd brutally disrcgardfn! of the rights 
of others and who by their actions 
teacb the dreadful lesson far more ef- 
fectively than any mere preacher ot 
unrest.

Strengthening of Antitrust Law. 


Tho strengthening of the tntltrust 


law is demanded upon both moral and 
economic 
grounds. Our 
purpose ID 


strengthening it is to secure more ef- 
fective control by {lie national Severn 
incut over the business use of the vast 
masses of Individual, and especially of 
corporate wealth, which at the present 


lhai there should be no ditli- 


culty In the government's securing 
conviction in this c:is;>. To this end 1 
have submitted this report to the de- 
partment of justice for thorough inves- 
tigation and for action, 1C action shall 
prove practicable. 


Surely such a state of affairs ns thai 


above set forth emphasises the need 
of further federal legislation not mere- 
ly because of the material benefits 
such legislation will secure, but, above 
all, because tills federal action should 
fce part, and a large part, of the cam- 
paign to waken our people as a whole 
to a lively and effective condemnation 
of the lo\v standard of moral!!.?

inorce had been purely negative, the 
national judiciary merely acting In Iso- 
lated 'coses1 to" restrain"the' state from 
exercising a power which it was clear- 
ly unconstitutional as well as unwise 
for them to exercise, but which never- 
theless the national government itself 
failed to exercise. Thus the corpora- 
tions monopolizing commerce made the 
law for themselves, state power and 
common law being inadequate to ac- 
complish any effective regulation and 
the national power not yet having been 
put forth. The result was mischievous 
in the extreme and only shortsighted 
and utter failure to appreciate the 
grossness of the evils to which the lack 
of regulation gave rise can excuse the 
well meaning persons who now desire 
to_abollsh the antitrust law outright or 
to amend it by simply condemning 
"unreasonable" combinations. 


To Permit Combinations. 


Power 
should 
unquestionably 
be 


lodged 
somewhere in the executive 


branch of the government to permit 
combinations which will further the 
public interest, but it must always be 
remembered that as regards the great 
and , wealthy 
combinations 
through 


which most of the interstate business 
of today Is done the burden of proof 
should be on them to show lhat they 
have a right to exist. No judicial tri 
bunal has the knowledge or the expc 
rience to determine in the first place 
whether a given combination Is advis 
able or necessary .in the interest of the 
public. Somebody, whether a cominis 
slon or a bureau under the department 
of commerce and labor, should be giv- 
en this power. My personal belief is 
that ultimately we shall have to adopt 
a national incorporation. law, though I 
am well aware that thife may be impos- 
sible at present. Over the actions of 
the executive body In which the power 
is placed the courts should possess 
merely a power of review analogous to 
that obtaining In connection with the 
work of the interstate commerce com- 
mission at present. , To confer this 
power would not he a leap in the dark, 
it would merely be to carry still fur- 
ther the theory of effective govern- 
mental control of corporations which 
was responsible for the creation of the 
interstate commerce commission' and 
for the enlargement of its powers and 
for the creation of the bureau of cor- 
porations. 


The interstate commerce legislation 


has worked admirably. It has benefit- 
ed the public. It has benefited hon- 
estly managed and wisely conducted 
railroads, nnd in spite of the fact that 
the business of the country has enor- 
mously Increased, the value of this 
federal legislation has been shown by 
the way in which it has enabled the 
federal 
government 
to correct the 


most pronounced of the great and 
varied abuses which existed in the 
business world 
twenty 
years ago, 


proved should be treated as in viola- 
tion of law and prosecuted according- 
ly. The issuance of the securities of 
any 'combination' doing interstate busi- 
ness should be under the supervision 
of the national government. 


Question of Constitutionality. 


A strong effort has been made to 


have labor organizations completely 
exempted from any of the operations 
of this law, whether or not their acts 
are ia restraint of trade. Such excep- 
tion would 1n all probability make the 
bill unconstitutional, and the legisla- 
ture has no more right to pass a bill 
without regard to whether it Is consti- 
tutional than the courts have lightly 
to declare 
unconstitutional 
a law 


which the legislature hns solemnly en- 
acted. The responsibility Is as great 
on the one side as the other, and an 
abuse of power by the legislature in 
one direction is equally to be condemn- 
ed with an abuse of power by 'the 
courts iu the other direction. It is not 
possible wholly to except labor organ- 
izations from the workings of this law, 
and they who insist upon totally ex- 
cepting them are merely providing 
that their status shall be kept wholly 
unchanged and that they shall con- 
tinue to be exposed to the action which 
they now dread. Obviously an organ- 
ization, not formed for profit should 
not be required to furnish statistics in 
any way as complete as those furnish- 
ed by organizations for profit. More- 
over, so far as labor is engaged in 
production only, its claims to be ex- 
empted from the antitrust law are

ty who obtains^ a fortune iu upright 
fashion iucvi^fbly in so doing confers 
a benefit upon the community as a 
whole and is entitled to reward, to re 
spect nnd to admiration. 


Moral Meaning of Methods. 


Comment on the moral meaning of 


these methods and transactions would 
seem superfluous, but as they were de- 
fended at the public hearings of the 
commission and asserted to be common 
and entirely proper Incidents of busi- 
ness life, 'and as these practices have 
been freely resorted to by some of the 
largest industrial corporations that the 
world hasjever known, the commission 
deems It proper to record it own oplii' 
ion. 


The "Boston Agreement." 


The commission dislikes to believe 


that these practices sire, as alleged, es- 
tablished by the general custom of the 
business community, and this defense 
itself if unchallenged amounts to a 
grave accusation against 'the honesty 
of present business methods. 
To an- 


swer an invitation for public or prl- 
ivate work by sending in what purports 
r\p be genuine bids, but what in reality 


while the many abuses that still re- 
main emphasize the need of further 
and more thorough going legislation. 
Similarly the bureau of corporation! 
has amply justified its creation. 
In 


other words, It U clear that the prin- 
ciples employed to remedy the great 
evils in the business world have work- 
ed we!!, and they can now be cm- 
ployed to correct the evils that fur- 
ther commercial growth has brougb; 


sound. This would substantially) cover 
the rights of laborers to combine, to 
strike peaceably and to cuter into 
trade agreements with the employers. 
But when 
labor 
undertakes in - 


wrongful manner to prevent the dis- 
tribution and sale of the products of 
labor, as by certain forms of the boy- 
cott, it has left the field of production, 
and its action may plainly be In re- 
straint of interstate trade and must 
necessarily be subject to inquiry, ex- 
actly as In the case of any other com- 
bination for the same purpose, so as to 
determine whether such action is con- 
trary 
to sound public policy. The 


heartiest encouragement should be giv- 
en *o the wage workers to form labor 
unions nnd to enter into agreements 
with their employers, and their right 
to strike so long as they act peaceably 
must be preserved. But we should 
sanction neither a boycott nor a black- 
list, which would be illegal at commou 
law. 


Measures of Double Interest. 


The measures I advocate are in the 


interest both of Decent corporations 
and of lawabidlng labor unions. Theyb 
are moreover pre-eminently In the in- 
terest of the public, for In my judg- 
ment the American people have defi- 
nitely made up their minds that the

thorities. 
This evil he repressed with a 


firm and vigorous hand. 
He was also

are so thoroughly established and de. 
velopcd throughout the land, this result 
Is due, in no small measure, to the bold 
and Umely initiative of the archbishop of 
New York. 


Archbishop Hughes was a. prelate of 


great Intellectual power. 
James Roose- 


velt Bayley, my venerable predecessor, 
a man of close observation and largo 
experience, and an intimate friend of 
the Xcw York prelate, informed me that 
he regarded Archbishop Hughes as ono 
of tne ablest minds he ever encountered. 
His letters to Mayor Harper of New York 
are models of literary style, and are 
worthy of the pen of a Junlus and an 
Edmund Burke. 


He was a man of Indomitable courage. 


He had no sense of fear. 
He never

THE SECOND BISHOP. 


In ISM, Right Reverend John Connolly 


was appointed the second bishop of Xew 


sel In 1S39. 
A hurricane raged with 


unabated fury 
for 
twenty-four hours. 


While his fellow passengers were hud- 
dled together in a stal£ of consternu- 
tlon, he remained on deck and exulted in 
the fearful conflict of tho elements. 


He has left an indelible Impress of his 


works and character on this archdiocese 
and even on the country at large. 


When the see of New York became va- 


cant by the death of Archbishop Hughes 
In. 1S64, Right Reverend John McCloskey 
was chosen to succeed him. and time has 
amply vindicated the wisdom 
of

choice. 
Clergy and , faithful 
of New 


York, what sentiments of honest pride 
must be evoked in your hearts at the 
mention of these two illustrious pontiffs! 
They wilt compare favorably with the 
hierarchy of any sec in Christendom, and 
tlif-j—trrrr-HTrine as stars of the first mag- 
nitude in the bright galaxy of deceased 
American prelates. 


These two churchmen had each his 


predominant traits of character: Mc- 
Closkcy. meek, gentle, retiring from 
the world, reminds us of Moses with 
uplifted hands, praying on the moun- 
tain. Hughes, active, bold, vigorous, 
aggressive, was like Josue fighting in 
the valley, armed with the Christian 
panoply of faith,. truth and 
Justice.

THE LATE ARCHBISHOP. 


It is quite unnecessary in this as- 


sembly to dwell at any length on the 
life of the late lamented Archbishop 
Corrican. His virtues and good deeds 
are so fresh in the memory of all of 
us,—of his brothers in the Episcopate, 
his clergy and laity, that they need no 
rehearsal at my hands. 


Suffice it to say that he was a man 


of many-sided attainments, so learned 
in speculative theology, and 
yet so

tophanes in 423 B. C. and It happens 
that three years before that the Athen- 
ians had been engaged in military op- 
erations on the island of Sphacteria, 
now one of the most malarial spots in,: 
the Mediterranean. 
. 


The Peloponneslan war soon after- 


ward led to great' tracts of land going 
out of cultivation, which would gJv«< 
tho malaria, bearing mosquito ampto 
breeding grounds. When the word for - 
malaria became common the v>ord for 
melancholia (black bile) began to ap- 


: pear. By the descriptions 
of 
th« 


i Greek "medical 'writefsT thiSTnelaneholw- - 
of tho Greeks resembles the mental «f~-i 
fects of malarial fever. According to 
Hippocrates (fifth and fourth centor- 
ies) it occurs especially in autumn—" 
the malarial season—and according i» 
Galen it causes enlarged spleen, waich 
Is a feature of malaria. 


These and other evidences lead Mr. 


Jones to tho belief that malaria be- 
came prevalent in Greece in the fourth 
century B. C. and that the 
chang*.1

character from 400 B. C. onward was 
one which would certainly have been
